this situation around and instead 
of Letcher county being the 
whip-cracker of every movement 
that is put on, that we will be 
the main stock and barrel of 
Eastern Kentucky, by the build- 
ing of a road across Pound Gap 
and making a passable road thru 
this county. Can you not readily 
see that we will make our county 
the mouthpiece through which all 
business and all commerce and all 
travel must pass coming out of 
Eastern. Ky., including Letcher, 
Perry, Knott and even Breathitt 
and crossing over into Harlan if 
there is a road across this moun- 
tain? You can readily see what 
it means to Letcher county to 
have an outlet of this kind. It 
means, gentlemen, that we vir- 
tually turn this State around as 
far as Letcher county is con- 
cerned. 

As you all know two railroads 
terminate in Letcher county, one 
heading up on Kentucky river 
headwaters and the other on Elk- 
horn, and so far as I know there 
is no possibility of the roads ever 
being tied together: you can un- 
derstand and see the importance 
of Letcher county in tying these 
two railroads together by a high- 
' way that will give us two roads 
instead of one to serve virtually 
all of Letcher county. 

Had I time, I could go into 
freight rates and various other 
things to show you how a high- 
way between the two points soon 
would pay for itself to the people 
of Letcher county. 

In spending the money of 
Letcher county, this Court, I am 
sure, desires to take into consid- 
eration and do the thing that 
will do the most good for the 
most people in their county. I 
would thank you for a moment to 
consider the population and the 
location of this population when 
you make a decision as to how 
and where you will spend this 
money from the bonds that have 
been voted and passed on by the 
various courts as being entirely 
legal, and now in your hands to 
do with as you see fit, providing 
of course that you comply with 
the contract that this county has 
made with the State Highway 
Commission in which we have 
agreed to turn over to them 
$250,000 and receive back in its 
place $500,000 to be spent on the 
State highways in our county. 
The terms of this contract are, 
as I take it, familiar to each of 
you and it would not be neces- 
sary for me to go into the details 
more than to say that it is a con- 
tract: and since the $50,000,000 
bond issue failed in this State, I 
take it that eveiy member of this 
Court is very happy that the 
Court previous to this executed a 
contract with the State which ob- 
ligated them to pay over to us 
$250,000, or an amount equal to 
ours, all to be spent on Letcher 
county highways, and a point 
that I would not have you over- 
look is a fact that once these 
highways are built, the State 
obligates itself to maintain them, 
keeping them in repair, relieving 
this county of a vast expenditure 



each year that is now necessary 
to keep our present roads in a 
passable condition. 

Your Honor and Gentlemen of 
the Court, I do not come here to- 
day to try to ask that the Court 
reconsider anything that ti 
has done with reference to the 
County Highway Commission 
that was appointed last year, and 
to show you that I have no de- 
sires along that line or any feel- 
ing in the matter because this 
Court saw fit to discharge the 
Commission that had been ap- 
pointed, I have given your Judge 
my resignation as has every 
other member of the board, I 
think. I told your Judge in var- 
ious conversations that anything 
I could do for Letcher county in 
which there was no compensation 
attached, I was only too glad to 
do it. I am not seeking a job, 
nor seeking anything else, except 
something for Letcher county 
that I know and am heartily con- 
vinced that it needs. 

I want to leave this map that 
is before you here with you. I 
hope that each of you will study 
it. I hope that each of of you 
will come to the realization as I 
have, that the expenditure of 
that portion ef the money that 
you have in your hands will be 
expended with the thought in 
mind of doing the people of 
Letcher county the most good 
and I know that when we spend 
a portion of this money and 
build three miles of road from 
Pound Gap down off the moun- 
tain, that we have virtually 
changed Letcher from a county 
that is deemed by the people of 
the Bluegrass section as a back- 
woods county into one that will 
bo of foremost importance in the 
next few years to come. 

Thanking you for your atten- 
tion. and hoping that what I 
have said may be of some help to 
you in making your decision as 
how to spend our money, I leave 
the matter in your hands with 
the fullest confidence that the 
best of judgment will be used 
and when it is used that it will 
be right.
